This pamphlet is a finding aid It functions like the chart over an aisle in a 
supermarket When you read the chart over an aisle in a supermarket, you have one of two 
questions in mind: 1) what are all the items 1 can expect to find as I go down this aisle? or 
2)istheitemlneedgoingtobe in this particular aisle? You can use this finding aid to see 
all the materials we have on coal mining or related to coal mining. You would also use it 
to see if we have a specific source in the library. 

The first of the six sections lists reference materials. These are books one goes to in 
order to answer specific questions. They have to be used in the library but this should not 
be a problem since one usually only has to read a couple of pages to answer one's specific 
questions. 

The second section is called "monographs." Monographs are what one usually 
thinks of as "books." These can be checked out of the library since you will probably need 
to read entire chapters and perhaps the entire book to get the worth of it 

The third section is called "indexes." The indexes give you a way to find where a 
subject has been written about in a magazine. There is also a suggested list of subject 
headings you might try in any of these indexes. Do not limit yourself to the list of 
suggested subject headings. You may think of other subject headings which may be 
appropriate. 

The fourth section is a list of magazine* that the library has which are specifically 
concerned with coal and coal mining. The secuon is called "periodicals." You will find in 
the library that the words "magazine," "journal," "periodical," and "serial" all mean the 
same thing. 

The fifth section suggests subject headings you might use in the card catalog to find 
books on your subjects. Notice the difference between this list and the list of subject 
headings in the third section. The earlier list is to be used when going to the indexes to find 
articles in magazines. The fifth section is what you need for the subject portion of the card 
catalog. This list leads you to books on the subject. 

The sixth and last section gives you a way to browse along the shelves of the 
library for materials that might be of use to you. The call numbers are by shelf section so 
that one can go to that particular section of shelves just to see what kinds of books might be 
of use. 

Remember that this pamphlet is just one tool and not the entire tool box of library 
resources. If you have used it and still have not gotten enough information, please ask die 
library staff. Maybe your particualr needs can be met in some way not included in this 
finding aid.
